Mr, Clark made the state- 
ment to newsmen in a mrrldcir 
of a Senate offici:' building 
moments after the -Sc Ate Ju- 
diciary Committee ufKiimnously 
approved his nomination as At 
tomey General. 

Mr. Shaw* a New Orleans 
buslnessm.in who is retired di- 
rector of the International 
Trade Mart in New Orleans, 
was arrested yesterday in con* 
nection with the investigation 
of the Kennedy assassination 
being conducted by the New 
Orleans district attorney, Jim 
Garrison* 

When Mr* Garrison an- 
nounced the arrest, the first In 
hJs five-month inveiitigation of 
the aasassination, he said Uiat 
Mr. Shaw would be charged 
with "participation In a con- 
spiracy to murder Joim F* Ken- 
nedy/'

On June 23 , 1932, Shav/ returned from an extensive trip 
through Europe, where he said he had spoken to most of the trade 
ministers of major countries encouraging thera to deal r/ith New 
Orleans* Other European trips are not recorded by the xpapers. 

In most of his speeches through the years, Sha’.v praised Pan- Ameri can- 
ism, decried federal tarrifs, urged increased trade with Europe and 
Latin America. And he urged businessmen to deal v/ith Hed satellite 
nations (1961-Feb. 10) to encourage their economies and stimulate 
their independence from Russia, also praised the Alliance for 
Progess, saying he felt it would help New Orleans business. 

As Shaw progressed he v;a9 the recipiant of various local 

and foreign honors. In 1953 on Peb. 6, he was appointed the managing 

director of the Louisiana Purchase 150th Anniversary Association, 

succeeding 3rig. v/en. Raymond F. Hufft, who resigned **because of 

the press of private business." He v;as granted a leave of absence 

by the chairman of the board of the trade mart, R. S. Hecht, and 

worked until Jan. 1., 1954, planning, coordinating and executing 

V ■ the activities of the Louisiana Purchase Sesqui centennial 

Commission. (Clips note it was quite a celebration.) And on Sept. 11, 

1954 Nev' Orleans ^*ayor deLesseps Morrison appointed Shav; end S. 0. 

Jewell of New Orleans International House as vice-chairmen of the 1954 

New Orleans Committee for the United Nations. On Sept 7, 195o, Shav; 

was appointed acting director of the International House (as v;ell 

as holding hist^de mart position) while his buddy.

ife'w Orleans skyline at the foot of Canal Street* i'he luncheon vras held 
at the Royal Orleans hotels Xlationally kno-'-n archetect ii&jCifil j^d-^ard I3a 
State, who designed the building, said: "Shav? is one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest client 1 ever had.’* Ihe president of the trade amr.t 
mart, Lloyd Cobb, said: "Shaw’s life is a notevforthy contribution to 
the City of i^ew Orleans,'' And highlighting the event, Gouncilman Joseph 
LiEosa, representing ilayor Victor Shiro, presented Sha-.v r/ith the Int 

C Internation?!: Order of i^eri t Medal and an engraved scroll "the highest 
honor iXev/ Orleans can offer one of its citisens." 

Shaw v/as only 52 and in good health when he retired from his 
trade mart job, a field in whioh he was obviously interested, i'he odors 
Brent v/as dead and Shaw vms the New Orleans queen bee. 2fone of the 
papers give any reason why he vras retiring and at the time Shaw said he 
had no set plans for the future- Cobb, the president of the mart, said 
that he had no one in mind at the time as a replacement for Shaw and as 
of March, 1967, no one has taken Shav/'s title on the job, accoT-ding to 
the nev/s paper* |Vhv did he quit? Luring Shaw's tenure at the tirade mart, 
his name appeared on the police blotter only once* ^fhat was to report a 
burglary* ^he entry, dated June, 11, I960, indicated th?,t an unlmovm 
person had broken into Shaw's home, then at 927 Burgandy, Slid by 
jimmeying to doorlook. l"he thief entered Shaw's room while he was 
sleeping, shortly after 2 Ai.u Shav/ said he noticed the burglary when 
he v/oke up shortly after 4 Alrl* But the police blotter shows Sha?^ did 
not report the crime until 6:21 AI.U Shav/ claimed missing a black leather 
wallet valued at ^25*, o50 in cash, and t'wo wriet v/atohed valued at 
$125* -A silver set valued at 1525* was found discarded in a lot next lOo 
door.

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On Majr 24 j 1364 j tlie Orleans papers carried a story and 
photo layout on Shav/, calling him a "one man French Quarter *Ses tor- ^ 

ation Soaiet'j. " '*‘hs article said he had an enthusiasm for Veaux Carre 
living'-” He has restored 13 separate homes in the Quarter since 1950. 

It he^^an in 1930 v/hen he bought a six room house at 537 Barracks St, , 
EJid for c9j500* He spent ^lj500 improvin^g it and sold it for .Jl5,000fl 
On a later resale ^ the house brought J30,000, Shav/ presently lived in 
a two story 7/hite brick remodeled carraige house at 1313 Bauphine St, 
in the French Quarter- liie sides and rear of the house are completely 
blocked from view from the street because adjoining buildings present 
an unbroken facade along the street* fhe v/hitene.ss of the masonry house 
is broken only by a red door with a gleandng brass knocker. On the 
^o.jg^are the letters XXZX "1313^** Shaw has lived in the house for 

years. Except for a small kitcheiij the entire aor/nstairs is a single 
large room, French doors lead from the living room to an enclosed patio 
?/here a small fountain bubbles. The living room has a beamed ceiling 
and a wall of brick, both painted ^vhite. lliere is a large, br.il t«in 
bookcase and decorator bronse grill doors. And angular staircase leads 
from a corner of the room to the second iloor, T\70 7/alls of the room 
are covered with pale green silk, echoing the color and fabrio of the 
draperi'es. Oriental rags are casually scattered over the gleaming cork 
floors. Furniture is in the French, Louis XIV style. ^*here are 
several gold leaf mirrors and a painting of a flying Icarus on the wall 
The rug on the stairway and seat cushions are in deep rad.

Subject v/as born in Xentv/ood, La., in 1913« present - 
population of Kentwood is 3i607 people. Sha'.v moved to New Orleans 
v/hen he was five years old. He attended V/arren Easton High School. 

His father, who died in 1964 i was a United States marshal. His mother 
is still living in the Kentwood-H^mmond La. area. He then went Xb Ke 
KbiCXXdiK v/ork in Uevr Orlea ns as a local V/estern Union manager. He ‘ 
v/ent to Nev; York City, Ji.Y. , v/here his biography states he attended 
Columbia University. ITisre is no record of v/hat courses he took and 
the biography does not state that he graduated or v/hat degree, if 
any, he holds. He then reportedly v/ent to v/ork ^ Ne v / York 
i93^:i^^ianager of Vi’estern Union's mid-city area. In that position, 
he told an interviewer, he v/as in charge of 40 i/sstern Union 
branches. Yhereafter, he said, he was in free-lance advertising and 
public relations (unexplained) finally v/inding up employed by the 
Lee-Keedick Lecture bureau, helping to book lecturers. In all, count 
-ing college, he says he lived in i^sr/ York City for seven years. 

He says he joined the army in 1942x in Nev/ York. This means 
he v/as a 29~y3'°r-old batch el or at the time. Since the draft had been 
in effect for fcv/o years and he should have been in the army before 

1942, he may have been deferred earlier for honose>mality or a Nev ' 

U record Jlealing with horno sejm alit^ He told an interview- 

er, that he v/as a victim of typical army bad LIOS classifications and 
wa s XK:I^k "thrown” into the medical corps as a. private. "I didn't 
even Imov/ r.diat a fractiwe KiCs v/as," he recalled. O'Tiis apparently did 
not interfere with his rise. A ev; months later he v/as sent to Iled- 
ical Administration Officers C?ndidate School in Abilene, Kas. (It 
should be noted that during this phase of the war a number of suspect- 
ed homose>:raals v/ere being called into service and being pissed in the 
Liedica.1 corps.) He came out a second lieutenant and was sent bo Eng- 
land a s the bclim administrative officer with the 127th Csneral Hos- 
pital Unit. A fev/ months later he v/as suddenly transferred to Supply, 
where he v/as made aide-de-camp to Can. Charles -hrasher 


more- 
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According to Shav/j his unit stockpiled supjjlies for the 
Norraandy invasion- thrasher later was made supply chief for Northern 
Prance and Belgium and Luxemherg and Shaw v/orked with him there rising 
in rank to major. Sha'w never sav/ action, but someone v/as looking after 
him. For his aide-de-camp vrork in supply, he got the B ronse S tar from 
his grateful country and the Oroix de Guerre and the Legion of Honor 
from Prance. Presumably he also got the good conduct ribbon. V^ile he 
^ ?^as busy at supply in the Oise Bay Section Command at Rheims, Prance ^ 
he worked closely with another New Orleans man, First Lt.J.B, i)auenhauer 
Jr., scion of a wealthy family, Loyola t/niversity .graduate and a 
suspected homosexual. Sha'r was discharged from the army on Jan. 15, 

194^j and returned to New Orleans, ^ V/ithin a month he was managing 
director and chief salesman and drum-beater for a planned international 
trade mart in Nev; Orleans to be built by Rudolph S, Hecht, 'fheodore 
Brent and Herbert Sch\yart 2 i, the man ;vith the money. -Brent, now dead, 
v^as a v/ealthy man re-garded as one of the most flagrant homosexuals in 
the State of Louisiana. Shaw hired Bauenhauer as his assistant sales 
manager for the mart. Orleans Parish police records indicate that a 
John Bauernhauer wa s arrested in 194^ aft er he v/as 
a ppr eh j nd ed per f o r alng an unnatural act with a man named HeinsT’^^e 
bond for Bauernhauer ’s rclease^^^ signed by d’heodore Brent, who was 
then more or less the homosexual o^ueen bee of Nevy Orleans. Beuernhauer , 
the records indicate, pleaded guilty and was released with a suspended 
sentence* ^he Kev; Orleans Irade ^^art v/as opened and prospered renting 
space to overseas shippers, foreign counsuls, importers etc. Luring 
this period of time, Shav/ became s the principal spokesman for the irevr 
Orleans port and trade industries and appeared at many functions, event 
-ually becoming knovm. as New Orleans* top promoter abd business spokss- 
man. From 1946 until his retirement IH on Sept. 30 » 1965, Shaw made 
numerous trips to Burope and Latin America promoting New Orleans as a 
port of trade. Newspaper clips note^^two^ri.ps to Guba, the first in 
March 10, 1949 in company Yirit ^^^ario -Bermude^ ^X, New Orleans Inter- 
national relations director, to Havana. XK ^’he second, again in company 
y;ith ^ermudea on Jon 4, 1957, for a dinner with th^ XXI full Cuban 
cabinet to celebrate the success of a Cuban promotion at the -rade 
Kert arranged by ^hav/ in 1956. Other Cibon trips ha may have made ere 
not recorded by the New Orleans nev/spapers. ' .

Sgt. Ftlehard Thompson took Capt Ferie into custody and la ter booked hln 
in the r^st Jail with Crime Against hature and Indecent Behavior with 
a Juvenile, ferric gave hie Rame as David hlllian Ferrle Age 43 of 331

On August 23 , 1961 , InvflEtigatlni? offlcera questioned another raeraber of 
the Civil Air Patrol, Janas J. Lrsidxy wf!
